■In  recent  times,  with  changes  in  soc  ial  sjsditions,  there  has 
bei^n  the  gro\7th  of  radical  and  dangerous  thoughts.  Not  a  feu  persons 
are  attempting  to  disturb  order  in  violation  of  the  laws  the  land. 

There  are  persons  who  advocate  anarchism  and  cconunlsm,  and  even  try 
to  put  those  theories  into  practive. 

■fttrtlcularly  tha  di^wnfall  of  the  Russian  and  the  German  Bnpires 
appears  to  have  given  a  considerable  shook  to  the  minds  of  our  nationals, 
itedloal  thoughts,  anarchism,  oanBunicia,  end  other  ideas  in  Surope  and 
immrioa  have  influenced  Japan  not  a  little,  Specially,  in  accordance 
with  changes  in  the  economic  and  Iha  general  social  conditions  at 
hone,  thoughts  in  ganarsl,  as  .}'.ght  be  inevitable  under  such  oiroum- 
stancea,  have  been  uurax-.'.oJ, 

■In  addition,  as  you  are  ell  a-werM,  the  Soviet  Oovomnmnt  of  today, 
under  the  name  of  the  Third  Tt.'er.'atloxdl,  la  systematically  conducting 
'world-'wide  oonnunistio  i  with  fervent  zeal  and  at  a  tremendcus 
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expenditure.  Unfortunately,  acsa  of  oux*  oountrynon,  who  are  in  secret 
ocDxuunloation  with  bolsh'.ivi jts,  ar*!  rec  j’ving  funds,  or  are  taking 
part  in  their  schemss,  for  the  purpose  of  propagating  oonmunistio 
ideas. 

•Not  only  that,  but  also  u.'ouGd  1920  KQZLO,  Sizo  and  others  con¬ 
ferred  with  Hussian  bolshavisjs  at  Shanghai.  Having  received  funds 
from  them,  they  are  sdii  vo  bo  putting  their  ideas  into  practice.  To 
our  extreice  ragrot,  a  canisuolstlo  party  r/as  organised  also  in  Japan 
in  1921. 

■Just  now  Mr.  NiJu>TANl  criticised  the  present  law  to  be  the  most 
unprecedentedly  stern  <£  all  laws  ever  enacted  in  Japan.  It  is  really 
so.  ilaason  is  that  the  finpire  has  cone  to  suffer  frco  an  unprcceconted 
and  extreme  danger,  the  occurrrence  of  which  has  uuver  been  anticipated. 

The  society  and  the  state  have  to  bo  guarded  against  this  danger.  It 
is  necessary  also  that  preventive  taeasures  should  bo  adopted,  lest 
suen  danger  should  bo  created  again  in  the  future.  5?overe  punis’rjonts 
should  be  meted  out  against  whatever  offences  already  ccamittedy  in 
order  to  preclude  the  recurrence  of  si^ch  crimes. 

•yoroign  countries  are  also  suffering  from  the  effects  of  conmu- 
nisu  and  anarchism,  and  they  have  enacted  strict  laws  against  the  pre¬ 
valence  of  such  Ideas.  Airticullirly  the  United  States  of  America, 
strong  advocate  of  liberalism  in  the  world,  inflicts  a  iieavy  penalty 
of  twenty-one  years*  imprisonment,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the 
diffusion  of  such  ideas.

ardent  affection  Japanese  nationals  feel  towards  one  another,  and 
Japan's  social  ond  oconcmic  systems. 

*I  do  not  believe  either  that  lavs  alone  should  suffice  to  cope 
with  tho  growth  and  development  of  suoh  an  idea.  Instead,  it  is 
necessary,  fron  an  oconcmic  standpoint,  to  raise  tho  national  standard 
of  living.  ITcm  an  ethical  and  spiritual  standpoint,  tho  moral  quality 
of  tho  messes  should  be  improved.  Again,  frem  an  intellectual  point 
of  vie./,  persons  already  influenced  by  oomaunistio  ideas  should  be 
anlightonod  as  to  the  shortocmings  of  suoh  a  shallow  ond  impracticable 
idea  which  merely  hinders  coordination  among  human  beings  and  bring 
tliam  only  misfortune.  Those  oemmmists  should  bo  urged  to  reflect 
most  carefully  upon  ttio  mettor,  and  thus  ocaiuunistio  ideas  should  be 
completely  oradiooted. 

*In  foct,  on  examination  of  incidents  which  have  heretofore  occurr¬ 
ed  clearly  shows  that  many  persons  have  storted  to  put  ocmministio 
idea  into  practioo.  They  have  not  only  propagated  suoh  ideas,  but 
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olBo  Qttoupted  to  prcotlso  titen  by  instlg&tlng  pooplo  in  geiMral. 

*jiuong  such  poraoDS,  tli3ra  on  many  who  doaorvo  our  ayupathy* 

Tiioro  are  thoae^  too,  v/ho  mig..t  be  led  at/oy  frcn  ooeununiatio  in- 
fluonoo  if  he  exert  ouraelvea  in  enlightenlnfi  them, 

'iUscordingly,  to  cepo  wlch  the  altuation,  the  atate  should  do 
ita  utmost  in  directions  other  than  t^to  onUxcement  of  lows. 

■It  is  dosiroble  that  the  people  should  ooncontroto  their  ener¬ 
gies  upon  preventing,  at  least  in  Japan,  the  growth  of  such  a  draad- 
fill  idea.  I  expect  this  tote  the  unanimous  desire  of  the  people  at 
largo. 

*1  regret  to  soy,  howover,  that  the  idea  has  already  token  root 
und  is  spreading  at  an  unusuul  speed.

■Tho  most  regrottoblo  high  treason  cose  was  due  to  oaoiiualSQ. 

Xiio  orii^nul,  who  v/os  under  tlvo  influence  of  ccmnunlsm,  confessed 
that  tto,  08  the  vanguard  of  cannunism,  attempted  to  conmit  such  a 
crime  for  tho  soke  of  eaxtunism. 

■It  should  bo  hard  for  us  to  understand  that  of  tor  what  has 
happened  it  is  yet  unnocessoiy  in  Japan  to  oontr.>l  radical  ideas  by 
means  of  a  law.  It  goes  witUcut  sayi:ig  that  the  Govornmont  should 
strive  hard  to. cope  with  rodlcal  ideas  by  moral  and  spiritual  moans, 
and  by  Improving  the  national  living.  It  is  nocoasory  nevertheless 
that  tlie  state  should  enact  an  appropriato  law  for  tmRipiOBpo'nt\i»aegaf-tools.org/doc/04030e/ 
such  ctimos. 
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■Japan  already  baa  the  oriminal  law  and  penal  lawa,  wbloh  call 
for  death  penalty  agalnat  a  peraon  who  kllla  onother.  Then  there 
are  pereoaa  who  are  aotually  planning  to  destroy  the  Tory  foundation 
of  the  state  and  the  society, ;xthe  ^vorrment  cannot  but  enforce  con¬ 
trol  orer  them.' 

*As  Mr.  I'UK^ANI  has  Just  pointed  cut.  'XiO?ntly  a  section  of 
workers  or  sane  newspapers  oppear  to  aguiart  ^hj  law  under  conside¬ 
ration.  I  thinjc,  howerer,  caiofv.l  rtu.'iie*'  of  tre  axticles  of  the 
proposed  law  and  of  ita  underlying  spirit  will  prove  that  their  con¬ 
cern  is  wholly  unneoessaxy.  Only  anarchists  and  conmiunists  are  liable 
to  punishment  under  the  proposed  law.  It  inflicts  no  punishment  upon 
scholars,  for  instance,  who  for  the  purpose  of  researenes,  might 
publish  their  views  as  to  the  natiire  of  anarchism,  or  as  to  the  ocm- 
paratire  merits  of  different  ideas.  It  puniehes  only  those  who  put 
into  practice  such  raaioal  ideas. 

■Nothing  can  be  done  for  persons  who  would  purposely  object  to 
the  law  for  objection's  sakei  again,  conuunistc  and  anarchists  would 
bo  in  trouble,  and  naturally  would  object  to  its  enactment*  Bxcep- 
ting  these  persons,  doubts  now  harboured  by  various  parsons  will  be 
dispelled,  when  iotails  of  the  l^w  beccine  widely  known.  Then,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  they  will  support  its  enoctment  for  tho  benefit  of  the  stato 
and  the  society.

Instead,  it  is 
necessary,  froa  an  oooncmlo  standpoint,  to  raise  the  national  standard 
of  liviag.  ftca  an  ethical  and  spiritual  standpoint,  the  moral  quality 
of  the  messes  should  bo  improved,  again,  frem  an  intellectual  point 
of  view,  persoQS  alreody  influenced  by  coonuniatio  ideas  should  bo 
enlljlitonod  as  to  the  shortoemngs  of  such  a  shallow  and  impracticable 
idea  which  merely  hinders  coordination  among  human  beings  and  bring 
tliem  only  misfortune.  Those  cenimmists  should  be  urged  to  reflect 
most  carefully  upon  ttio  mattor,  ^nd  thus  ccniwunistio  ideas  should  be 
coopletely  orodicated. 

*In  fact,  an  examination  of  incidents  wliich  have  heretofore  occurr¬ 
ed  clearly  shows  that  many  persons  have  started  to  put  cemounistio 
idea  into  practice.  Ihey  have  not  only  propagated  such  ideas,  but 
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also  attoupted  to  prcotlsa  tiioQ  by  instigating  pooplo  in  genoral. 

•jtuong  such  persons,  them  oro  many  who  dosorvo  our  sympathy. 
Tiioro  are  those,  too,  v/ho  mig.it  be  led  avmy  from  ooeununistio  in- 
fluonoo  if  he  oxort  ourselTos  in  enlightening  them. 

'.•ocordlngly,  to  cepo  uich  the  situation,  the  state  should  do 
its  utmost  in  directions  other  than  Xm  onliraoemont  of  laws. 

■It  is  desirable  that  the  people  should  concontrato  their  ener- 
gio/i  upon  preventing,  at  least  in  Japan,  the  growth  of  such  a  dread¬ 
ful  idea.  I  expect  this  tote  the  unanimous  desire  of  the  people  at 
largo. 

■1  regret  to  soy,  howovar,  that  the  idea  has  already  token  root 
and  is  spreading  at  an  unusual  speed. 

■The  most  rogrottablo  high  treason  case  was  duo  to  ccmniunisa. 

Am  orUiinul,  who  was  under  tlm  influence  of  connunism,  confessed 
that  tie,  as  tim  van,juard  of  coonunlsm,  attempted  to  ooraolt  such  a 
crime  for  the  sake  of  coenunism. 

■It  should  bo  hard  for  us  to  understand  that  after  what  has 
happened  it  is  yet  unnooessary  in  Japan  to  control  radical  ideas  by 
moans  of  a  law.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the  Government  should 
strive  hard  to. cope  with  radical  ideas  by  moral  and  spiritual  moans, 
and  hy  improving  the  national  living.  It  is  necessary  nevertheless 
that  the  state  should  enact  an  appropi-iato  law  for 
such  ckimos. 
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■Japan  already  haa  the  orisiDal  law  and  penal  laws,  which  call 

f 

for  death  penalty  agalnat  a  person  who  kills  another.  Ihen  there 
are  peraose  who  are  aotually  planning  to  destroy  the  rozy  foundation 
of  the  state  and  the  society •,vthe  «^V(>rnment  cannot  but  enforoo  con¬ 
trol  (var  them.' 

*i8  Ur.  IjiKaYANl  has  Just  pointed  cut.  ^o.*ntly  a  section  of 
workers  or  soos  newspapers  appear  to  bj  law  under  conside¬ 

ration.  I  thln]^  howeror,  oaiofi-.l  rtiulie'  of  trt  aiticlea  of  the 
proposed  law  and  of  its  underlyltg  spirit  will  prove  that  their  con¬ 
cern  is  wholly  unnecessary.  Only  anarchists  and  oanmunists  are  liable 
to  punishnmnt  under  the  proposed  law.  It  inflicts  no  punishmsnt  upon 
soholarsf  for  instance,  who  for  the  purpose  of  researches,  might 
publish  their  wiews  as  to  the  nature  of  anarchism,  or  os  to  the  ocm- 
paratiTe  merits  of  different  ideas.  It  punishes  only  those  who  put 

t 

into  practice  such  radical  ideas. 

'Nothing  can  be  done  for  persons  who  would  purposely  object  to 
the  law  for  objection's  sake)  again,  cenuuniste  and  anarchists  would 
bo  in  trouble,  and  naturally  would  object  to  its  enactment.  Sxcep- 
ting  these  persons,  doubts  now  harboured  by  warlous  parsons  will  be 
dispelled,  when  details  of  the  IjM  becora  widely  known.  Then,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  they  will  support  its  enactioent  for  the  benefit  of  the  stato 
and  the  society.
